President Hoover, at the out- 
set of his Address, said that 
the majestic advance of the 
United States to a high 
degree of comfort and security of 
individual freedom was unparallel- 
‘ed in the history of the world, but 
must not obscure the constant dan- 
vers threatening s2lf-government, 
Ue most malignant thereof was the 
disregard of law, 
creasing, whereas confidence 
rigid and. speedy justice was de- 
crensing.

shirtings from this market, but. at 
prices which may prove prohibitive, 
Demand from Calcutta at the’ present 
is very_ slack. : 

China also has made little. attempt 
to buy, although enquiry has been re- 
ceived for bleaching cloths, in addition 
to one or two lots of grey shirtings 
for Hong Kong. i

MONEY RATES 


EFFECT ON BUSINESS 
EXPLAINED 


' : 
Following is an extract from an 
address delivered by Dr. Benjamin M, 
Anderson, Jr.,-Ph. D., economist of 
the Chase National Bank of the: City 
of New York, before the Converters’ 
Association on January 15: 

There {s a theory rather widely gur- 
rent that low money rates make 
business, and high money rates make 
bad business, through their influence 
upon the borrowings of merchants and 
manufacturers for carrying and for 
producing goods, High rates are sup- 
posed to. discourage such borrowing’ 
and low rates to encourage it. This 
view has very Umited justification, 
whether in theory or in practice. 
Germany, despite high interest -rates, 
has had a great deal of business ‘ac- 
tivity in recent years, while some 
other European markets whose rates 
have been so low that they have been 
large londers to Germany, have had 
a good deal less of business activity. 
In our own country, we have just wit- 
nessed a period of declining busitess 
in 1927, when rotes were very low, 
with rapid business Smprovemont in 
1928, accompanied by rising rates of 
interest. . 

Rates of interest for commercial 
purposes havo not, to be sure, risen 
nearly so high as rates for atock 
market purposes, but the rise in com- 
mercial paper from 3% @ 4 per cent, 
at the beginning of 1928 to 5% @ 
6% per cent, at the end of 1928, with 
corresponding iricreases counter rates 
to borrowing commerclal customers, 
has nono the less been substantial,

The perlod 
from early 1922 to early 1928 was 
characterized by very low money ratee 
and @ great expansion of bank credit, 
which undoubtedly stimulated business 
in several directions, It was casy to 
float mortgaga bonds for new con- 
atruction, and the volume of such 
flotations was ‘large. It was easy to 
float foreign securities in great and 
growing volume, which maintained the 
export trade. It was easy to finance 
a large volume of instalment finance 
transactions, Finally, rising values 
of real estate and securities, which 
wont along with this easy money and 

id expansion, created speculative 
the expenditure and reinvest. 
ment of which also served as a busi- 
ness stimulant, 
. Por the long pall, thorefore, Ameri-' 
can bysiness will need to make cor- 
tain readjustments, if we assume that 
the perlod of very cheap monay ond 
rapid bank expansion is definitely 
aver.

Through this purpose filament 
ballast, or registers, and gang 
condensers, have come into exten- 
sive use.

SENIOR AL ADMIRAL 


London, Yesterday. 
The death is announced of Ad- 
miral of the Fleet the Rt. Han.. 
Sir Edward Hobart Seymour, G.C.B., 


Born in- 1840 and educated at 
Radley, he entered the Royal Navy 
in 1862, and in the course of his 
long life saw a. great deal of 
service in China. . He served in the 
Black Sea during the Crimean 
War, and two years Inter was in 
Chinese waters for the five years 
from 1857-1862. During these years 

‘he was present at the capture of 
Canton and at Fatshan Creek in 
1857, while in the succceding year 
he was at the ‘taking of the Pelho 
Forts, His next two years were 
spent in sporadic operations against 
the rebels in China.

FORTHCOMING BUDGET

‘London, Yesterday. 

With the exception of the figures 
in relation to the Navy, the totals 
of all estimates for. the coming 
financial year have now been pub- 
lished. It 4a anticipated that the 
Admiralty requirements will be 
practically on the same level a3 last 
year, £57,000,000, and it is there- 
fore possible to forecast the ap- 
proximate total estimate of ex- 
penditure which the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will have to face Jn 
preparing lis Budget next month.
